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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to the amendment filed on 3/2/2009. 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIM 

Re. Claim 6: After the phrase "said bag whereby" as recited in line 1 1 , changes 
the phrase "said heat seal" to -said heat sealing-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed invention such as the container is a heat sealable 
plastic bag and the signal shielding layer having an electrically conductive layer or a 
microwave absorptive layer is coated or laminated onto the bag and the heat sealable 
plastic bag is locked by heat sealing a heat sealable portion of the bag whereby the 
heat sealing seals the device in the bag (as per claim 6) or the container is a bag and 
the device is enclosed within the bag by placing the device in an open end of the bag 
and then folding over the open end of the bag to thereby close the bag with the device 
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therein (as per claim 22), wherein the signal shielding layer configures to surround the 
wireless communication device when the device is enclosed within the container to 
thereby attenuate the communication signal and render the wireless communication 
device inoperable. It is not obvious taken alone or in combination of other references 
fairly to suggest the claimed invention.
